Representative Elston of California, 
Facing ‘‘Ruin,’’ Takes Life in Potomac

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—John Arthur 


Elston of Berkeley, Cal., Representative | 


in Congress from the Sixth District of 
that State, committed suicide early this 
evening by drowning himself in the 
Potomac River. The body was dis- 
covered tonight by river police near the 
Highway Bridge, after his coat and hat 
had been found on the river bank just 
below the bridge. 

In the coat was a brief unsigned note 
in Mr. Blston’s handwriting in which 
he had written: 

‘“Y am in a chain of circumstances 
that spell ruin, although my offense’ was 
innocently made in the beginning. I 
hope all the facts come out. My stay 
‘means embarrassment to my district 
and to a worthy people, clean and gen- 
erous.”’

Applying the figures’of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Coach Company to the suggestion of 
Mayor Hylan that the surface railroad 
lines be jun‘ted and bus lines substi- 
tuted, witnesses at the hearing of the 
Transit Commission yesterday estimated 
that about $75,000,000 would be needed 
to provide 6,650 buses needed to handle 
1,000,000,000 passengers a year. 

Clarence J, Shearn, counsel for the 
Transit Commission, pointed out that 
this cost would be superimposed upon 
$200,000.000, which he estimated as the 
value.of the surface lines to be junked. 
Thousands of security holders also 
would -haverte.:- be. consulted, as well as 
car riders, 

When the Mayor made his statement 
about scrapping the car lines two weeks 
ago, he sald that he would ultimately 
extend tius proposal to the elevated 
ines, and that $10,000,000 1n city money 
could bé ased immediately for purchas- 
ing buses. Since that statement was 
made, Mr. Shearn has been rertding into 
the records of the Transit Conim'ssion 
facts to show that the abandonment or 
the surface lines was not feasible. 

Under the preliminary plan for the re- 
habilitation of the transit system tn the 
city, the Transit Commission intends to 
extend the use of buses as feeders to 
the rapid transit lines, and Mr. Shearn

Lindley M. Garrison. receiver for the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The publica- 
tion by THE NEw YORK TIMES this 
morning of the fact that the provisions 
of the four-power treaty applied to the 

islands forming the Japanese Empire 
| proper, and that therefore the co-opera- 

tion of Great Britain, America, Japan 
and France In providing for the insur- 
ance of respect of their ‘‘ insular” 
| rights included consideration of any dif- 
ficulties in which Japan proper might 
become. involved... was. the subject of 
much discussion in Washington today. 

It was said by spokesmen for the dele- 
gations of the four powers that this in- 
terpretation of the treaty was correct. 
It had not previously been generally 
undersood that the provisions of the 
treaty included the territory of Japan 
proper. The Senate debate last Monday 
snowed that the speakers had not real- 
ized the,full import of the agreement. 

An official of the American delegation 
said that although it was the case that 
it was intended that the protecting pro- 
visions of the treaty apply to the islands 
of the Japanese Empire, to compare the 
treaty to the proposed treaty of guar- 
antee by.Great. Britain and America of 
France against attack by Germany was 
‘beside the pvint,’’ because while the 
latter treaty bound the United States to 
send its army to help France, the four- 
power treaty was not specific as to steps 
tu be taken. It was emphasized that the 
difference in the degree of assurance 
given made an essential difference in the 
two treaties. 

A spokegman for the British delegation 
said that the anafogy between the pro- 
posed three-power treaty and the new 
four-power treaty should not be carried 
too far, because the new treaty did not 
promise as much. The resemblance to 
| the provisions of the league covenant 

was stronger. In the four-power treaty, 
jit was said, the other three powers 

agreed they would consider what might 
be done in the case of an attack on 

Japan, whereas under the treaty witn 

France the obligation to go to the rescue 
with force was much more direct. 


Japan’s Substitute for Old Treaty. 


The. fact is incontestable that the 
Japanese -diplomats regard the four- 
power treaty, and will so present it to 
their peoyle as constitut.ng a promise 
which is to take the place of the guar- 
antees of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
It was and is their price for giving up. 
the alliance with England and for re- 
ducing their fleet. From Japan's point 
of view it amounts to more or less of 
a guarantee that she shall be shielded 
against attacks, or it amounts to 
nothing. . 

The establishment of the fact that the 
provisions of the treaty apply to Japan 
proper, in some minds, gives a 
broader importance to the beginning of 
Paragraph 2 of Article 1 of the treaty 
which says that ‘if there should de- 
velop between any of the high contrac- 
ting parties a controversy arising out 
of any: Pacific question and involving 
their said rights,’’ the contracting 
parties shall confer’ on the _ issue. 
“Any Pacific question’? as_ thus 
stipulated in view of the application of 
the terms of the treaty to Japan proper, 
might affect Japan, as ‘‘islands,’’ to a 
greater extent than it would concern the 
other three powers. 

It was pointed out by an American 
spokesman today that just what the 
other powers promise to do to preserve 
th- rights of the Japanese islands is 
promised by Japan with regard to the 
Philippines. That, of course, is not sub- 
ject to question, but the Philippines do 
not hold the capital of the United States, 
whereas the Japanese islands hold the 
capitai of the empire. Thus the basic 
difference between the application. of the 
terms of the treaty to Japan and to the 
other three powers lies in the circum- 


' 


stance that the home territory of Japan: 


receives whatever protection the treaty 
offers, whereas the same is not, true 
of the main territory of England, Amer- 
'ica and France. From this fact comes 
‘the argument that the treaty means 
more to Japan than it means to the 
ether three signatories. 

Whether the treaty amounts to a guar- 
antee of the <erritorial integrity of 
Japan depends entirely on what Article 


II. means..*Whatever it intends, .that 
applies to the territorial iptegrity of 
Japan, since it is obvious that terri- 
torial integrity is a right of Japan with 
respect to her own territory. Therefore,

The following are the points of 
agreement that have been reached in 
the course of the negotiations between 
the United States of America, Great 
Britain and Japan with respect fo 
their capital fighting ships. 

An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the three powers—the United 
States of America, the British Empire 
and Japan, on the subject of naval 
ratio. The proposal of the American 
Government that the ratio should be 
5-5-3 is accepted. 

It is agreed that with .respect> to 
fortifications and riaval bases in the 
Pacific region, including Hongkong, 
the status quo shall be maintained, 
that is, that there shall be no increase 
in these fortifications and naval bases 
except that thi¥ restriction shall not 
apply to the Hawalian Islands, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand end the islands 
composing Japan proper, or, of course, 
to the caasts of the United States and 
Canada, as to which the respective 
powers retain their entire freedom.

The Japanese Government has found 
special difficulty with respect to the 
Mutsu, as that is their newest ship. 
In order to retain the Mutsu, Japan 
has proposed to Scrap the Settsu, one 
of her older ships, which, under the 
American proposal, was to have been 
retained.

Taking the tonnage of thé two new 
Ships, according to American calcula- 
ticn, it would amount to 74,000. And 
the four ships scrapied having a ton- 
nage of 96,400 tons, there would be 2 
reduction in net tonnage of 22,400 tons, 
leaving the British tonnage of capital 
ships 582,050 instead of 604,450. This 
would give the British as against the 
United States an excess tonnage of 
56,200 tons, which is deemed to be 
fair, in view of the age of the ships of 
the Royal Sovereign and the Queen 
Elizabeth types.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Agreement 
on the naval limitation ratio was 
reached today by the representatives of 
the United Great Britain and 
Japan. A formal announcement by Sec- 
retary Hughes tonight officially record- 
ed what is regarded by members of th 
Harding Administration as the greatesi 
step taken since the armistice (and one 
of the greatest ever taken) toward peace 
and good-will among the nations. 

Under the agreement Japan and Great 
Britain accept the Hughes ratio of 5-5-3 
for tonnage of gapital ships, but there 
a rearrangement all around as to 
ships to be scrapped to enable Japan to 
retain the Mutsu, while scrapping the 
Settsu. Under this arrangement .the 
United States will retain . the. super- 
dreadnoughts Colorado and. Washington

In addition to the naval agreement, an 
agreement was reached, according to 
Mr. Hughes's announcement, whereby 
the status quo as to fortifications and 
advanced naval bases in the Pacific 
will be maintained. This settlemcnt 
does not ap;ly to the Hawaiian Islands, 
Australia, New Zealand and the islands 
composing Japigi proper, nor to the 
coasts of the Un.ted States and Canada.

The 
economic tmportance of this island, with 
its rich coal fields and promising oil | 
deposits, to say nothing of gold, timber 
and other sources of wealth, is fully 
realized. It has also a considerable 
strategic importance for both Japan and ;

The northern Russian half of Sakhalin, 
with the mainland territory in the «ame 
administrative district, which includes} 
the town of Nikolaievsk, commands the 
northern end ef the Sea of Japan. De-

about internal conditions in Russia. 
They caused the very strong impression 
that unless the status quo ante is re- 
stored in Eastern Siberia there will be 
a Russo-Japanese war whenever Russia 
thinks she has a chance of success. 

From present indications other points 
at issue permit of much easier adjust- 
ment than the question of Sakhalin. 
The Japanese say they will hold Sakha- 
lin until there is a recognized all-Rus- 
sian Government able to make proper 
amends for the Nikolaievsk massacre. If 
7. Russo-Japanese war should come, then 
the Nikolaivesk massacre would 
somewhat the same relation to it that 
the Sarajevo murders bore to the war 
that broke out in 1914. 


Hold Brigands Committed Massacrre. 


That massacre was committed by an 
armed force sometimes described as Bol- 
sheviki. Men from the Far East, how- 
ever, say that these were not Bolsheviki, 
but were pirates and brigands—Russians, 
Chinese and Magyar exiles—led by one

About the end of 1919 the garrison was 
reduced from 1,009 to 300. Early in 1920, 
as Kolchak’s army collapsed and disor- 
ders ensued through ail Eastern Si- 
beria, the Japanese Consul in Nikolai- 
evsk Treported to the boreien Min 
that the situation was growing serious 
that wandering groups of bandits were 
not far from the town, and that Jap- 
anese residents were in danger. 

Te Consul requested that the Jap- 
anese civilian inhabitants be moved to 
safer regions, or failing that, that the 
,military garrison be reinforced. Noth- 
ing was done. The 300 soldiers were left 
as the sole protection for more than 
their number of Japanese civillans and 
several thousand Russian inhabitants.

Japanese Were Overpowered. 


Complaints were made in the Jananese 
Parliament afterward that a strong po- 
sition, where the troops could have de- 
fended themselves indefinitely, had not 
been occupied but that the commander 
had chosen to take his chance in street 
fighting. At any rate, the Japanese 
troops were overpowered by numbers; 
they and the Japanese civilians were 
mdssacred, and several thousand Rus- 
sians as well. 

In view of this, it has been suggested 
in Russian circles that Russia is the 
nation éntitled to an indemnity for the 
Joss suffered in a town under Japanese 
protection, and so inadequately defend- 
ed by Japanese troops. It is added that 
complaints and inquiries about the rea- 
sons for this incident became so strong 
in the Japanese Parliament, that the 
Minister of War, General Taneka, and 
the Chief of the General Staff, General 
Uchara, sent in their resignations. The 
resignations were refused; there was a 
secret session of Parliament, presumably 
dlevoted to further explanations, and 
then the whole matter was suddenly 
pens. 

This is the Russian view of the Niko- 
laievsk episode, which is the ground for 
the present Japanese occupation of 
Sakhalin and the mouths of the Amur. 
it explains why Russians are not in- 
clined to listen sympathetically to the 
Japanesé claims for compensation for 
the massacre. Yet the Far Eastern Re- 
public has expressed a willingness to 
make compensation for Japanese losses 
im order to get the Japanese out. It 
wes been met by the answer that this 
matter must be left for a recognized all- 
Russian Government. The Far Eastern 
Republic, it is contended, is recognized 
by the Japanese sufficiently to be ac- 
cepted as sovereign over fish and Vladi- 
vostok, but not over coal and Nikolai- 
evsk.

FEAR OF GERMANY RULES

PARIS, Dec. 15.—The suggestion has 
scarcely been made that during their 
talk next week Lloyd George might offer 
a guarantee treaty to M. Briand on the 
understanding that France reduce her 
forces, and the French press has al- 
ready begun to declare that such a 
treaty would never be enough. In the 
Petit Parisien this morning Philippe 
Millet, one of the most Iberal French 
journalists, opened the discussion of the 
possibility which has been hinted -at for 
some days past and is said to be widely 
approved in England. Millet welcomed 
the suggestion and declared that in 
event of a guarantee alliance being 
formed France would not be long in 
finding some formula with which to con- 
vince her neighbor that she was not 
militaristic in spirit or intention. In 
such an action he foresaw an immense 
and immediate improvement in Anglo- 
French relatio.s. 

But this evening’s papers tear up any 
hopes that might have been founded o) 
Millet’s article. Once more it has be- 
come evident that French nervousness 
about Germany is going to cause diffi- 
culties at the coming conference and 
perhaps once more prevent a settle- 
ment. 

Before the war there was never in 
France such expression of fear as is now 
daily indulged in. Here for instance is 
what the Temps says this evening about 
the position should such a guarantee 
treaty be signed. 

“The whole question of our relations 
with Germany is one of daily bread, 
the eternal cause of all great conflicts. 
How are the people beyond the Rhine 
to be nuurished if their already dense 
population continues to increase?”’ 

The Temps then gives some details of 
the population of Germany, pointing out 
that during 1920 the increase was 600,- 
000, and then adds:

Supreme Court Justice William S. An- 
drews, Republican, was elected Asso- 
clate Judge of the Court of Appeals by 
@ majority of 65,152 over Townsend 
Scudder, his Democratic opponent, in 
the only State-wide contest in the elec-! 
tion on Nov. 8, according to the official 
canvass of the vote announced last 
night by the State Board of Canvassers 
at Albany. Andrews received a total of 
1,146,337 votes; Scudder 1,081,185 and 
Hezikiah D. Wilcox, Socialist, polled 
141,153. 

In New York City Scudder’s majority 
over Andrews was 270,442. New York 
County gave him a majority of 87,392, 
Kings 79,078, the Bronx 53,372, Queens 
39,872, and Richmond 10,773. Judge 
Andrews carried Albany County by only 
108 votes. He carried Rensselaer Coun- 
ty by a majority of only 1,810. Judge 
Andrews carried every county over his 
opponent outside of New York City. 

Altogether 2,633,991 votes were cest in 
the entire State for Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. Of this number there were 
£46,906 blank and 18,460 void votes cast.

Bonar Law Is Cheered.

He 
apologized for his reappearance on the 
ground that after a man had read his 
own political obsequiies and obituary 
notice it showed bad faith to ceme to 
life again. Explaining that he had only 
come te speak with the greatest reluct- 
ance, he announced at the outset his 
acceptance of the treaty. He had no 
responsibility for it, but felt that on 
such an tmportant matter it would be 


almost cowardly not to express an 
opinion. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that at one time 
it seemed that Ulster might be forced 
into an All-Ireland Parliament, and 
that he might have been called upon to 
co-operate with others in framing an 
alternative policy. He was bound to 
admit that his fears had been wun- 
justified. 

‘With the exception of the proposed 
modification of the boundary,” he con- 
tinued, ‘*the policy of the Government 
as proposed in the agreement represents 
the alternative policy which I should 
myself haye recommended to Parliament 
on my own responsibility. For that rea- 
son no other course than acceptance of 
the agreement on my part Is possible.’’ 

Mr. Bonar Law in continuing the 
presentation of his views treated as 
nonstnse the idea that Ulster would be 
economically coerced into entering an 
All-Ireland Parliament. He predicted 
that, owing to inexperienee in adminis- 
tration, Ircland’s taxation at first would 
be higher than England’s.

Mr. Bonar Law argued that one of 
the worst features of the treaty was 
the Boundary Commission. If ever 
Ulster had a right to consider anything 
settled, and forever, it was the Ulster 
boundary, and he thought the Govern- 
ment had made a mistake in omitting 
to consult Ulster on this matter. At 
the same time, he thought that if the 
Boundary Commission acted tn a splrit 
worthy of the agreement, and if it was 
not a question of throwing out counties, 
but making a real adjustment, Ulster 
would be making a mistake in refusing 
to have anything to do with the com- 
mission. 

One of the great merits of the agree- 
ment, in his opinion, was that it left 
Ulster free to come in when it liked. 
He disagreed with those who called the 
agreement a surrender to murder, and 
agreed with. the Premier in believing 
that the great mass of the people of the 
country favored the treaty, because they 
desired to live at peace with Ireland. 

Concluding, Mr. Bonar Law said that 
by admitting Ulster's right to shape her 
own destiny a tremendous change had 
been accomplished, which gave him new 
hope that there might be peace. No- 
body wanted to go back to the old state 
of things.| When they thought of the 
disadvantages and the dangers of the 
treaty, let them think of the alterna- 
tive. Was it not worth while to take, 
perhaps, considerable risks in an en- 
deavor to get relations with Ireland an 
a better footing. 

There was a feeling of rejoicing all 
through the Empire, he said, but there 
would a reaction, and six months 
hence he believed the treaty would not 
be a political asset to Lioyd George. 
He did hope, however, that in the dis- 
tant future by the verdict of posterity 
it would be a permanent triumph.

Senate Prolongs the Discus- 
sions Beyond Today. 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (Associated Press).— 

‘If this debate on the resumption of 
relations with the Vatican is not closed 
tomorrow it will have to be.concluded 
in the absence of the Government.”

The City of New York, through Con- 
troHer Charles L. Craig, sold $55,000,000 
in 444 per cent. 50-year corporate stock |

premium on each $100 of the issue, The 
bid was the lowest of the fifty-eight 
submitted, and was on an ‘‘all or none ”’ 
basis. The interest yield at this price

The sale was the first of the city’s 
long-term securities during this adminis- 
tration, the last sale having been in 
1917, when the same emount of bonds, 
also at 4% per cent., was sold at 100.65. | 
There was particular interest in. yes- 
terday’s sale because Controller Craig 


|in his testimony before the Meyer leg- 


islative investigating committee several 
months ago alleged that bankers were 


| attempting to get the city to offer its |

than finally decided upon. 

The issue was heavily oversub- 
scribed, the total of the bids being $218,- 
909,100, or nearly four times the amount 
of the issue. Controller Craig said he

interest, as he said an attempt was 
made ‘to have the city do.

will make a difference of $550,000 a year 
in interest payments, or a difference 
of $27,500,000 in simple interest during 
the lifo of the securities.

Mr. Podell, closing for the Govern- 
ment, said that the only question to be 
lecided was whether or not the defend- 
ants should be punished, that even the 
maximum fine of $5,000 would be no 
punishment, and that prison sentences 
were necessary as a warning to others 
that similar sharp practices would no 
longéy. be tolerated. Judge Hand inter- 
rupted to say that the thing to be de- 
termined, in his opinion, was whether 
the public had been injured by the 
operation of the illegal practices, Mr. 
Podell said the time had come for some 
one to show that violations of theSher- 
man law were serious, and the court 
again interrupted to say, “‘ or some one 
to show us just what the law means. 

When the arguments were concluded 
Judge Hand said he had decided tha 
the facts did not warrant prison sen- 
tences and that the attitude of the de- 
fendants, being all for one and one for 
all left him no discretion but to punish 
all alike. Then he said: 

“I do not know how many agree- 
ments in restraint of trade may be 
called monopolies, but it seems to me 
that cases which demand prison sen- 
tences are three in number, those that 
do actually cause damage to the pub- 
lic, those that every one should know 
are evil, and those which are repug- 
nant to the ordinary vusiness man 
with ordinary integrity.” 


Hayward Miffed Over Fines. 


Mr. Wise asked that the defendants 
might have until tomorrow to pay 
their fines and the court replied they 
could have the time ff it was satisfac- 
tory to Colonel Hayward. The latter re- 
plied weanly: 

““Y have not the slightest interest in 
the matter and do not care when the 
fines are paid.’ : 

Later Colonel Hayward made thif 
statement: 

‘‘Of course, the matter of fmposing 
sentence is entirely for the Judge and 
his sole responsibility. We can do no 
more than to urge, as we did for three 
days, that these self-confessed criminals 
and violators of the law, in high station 
in business, should be sent to jail.

Miner Defies Steel Corporation 

Police to Evict Him From | 
Farm Near Pittsbargh. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 15.—After ten 
years of life in a Leadville mining camp 
Everson P. Cole, aged 44, returned to his 
old home with two six-shooters of blue 
steel in his belt—and able to shoot with | 
both hands at the same time with equal 
precision. 

Today he sits from mornirg until long 
into the night in his little frame farm- 
house at the upper end of Neville Island ; 
nursing this same pair of revolvers while | 
the police of -the United States Steel 
Corporation and a number of United 
States Army officers are conferring on 
ways and means of getting him off the 
property without getting in range of his 
déadly fire. 

“I am paying my bills in lead,"’ he 
told them coolly, and the police admit 
that he means what he says. 

In June, 1918, the United States Steel 
Corporation, @ccording to Cole, got title 
to his farm of five acres through con- 
demnation proceedings, to build the 
since abandoned Government ordnance 
plant on Neville Island. ‘ 

“They forced me to accept one-third : 
of what my property is worth,’’ he de- j 
clared. ‘‘1 did not want to sell it at] 
all; but, being a patriotic Amer.can, I 
told them I would donate the property to 
the Government until the Government no 
longer had use forit. They rejected this 
proposal. Now I want to rturn the 
money and keep my property. Right now 
there are three of the old islanders down 
in Washingtcn begging to be allowed to 
redeem their property. My mother. 78; 
years old, has just returned from there | 
after entering her plea for the recovery , 
of our home and farm. 

‘* Next friday the Government intends 
to put our places up on the public auc- 
tlon block. I am geing to be there to} 
try to bid my home back. While I am 
at the auction, my mother, just as good 
a shot as I am, will be in the 1-ttle win- | 
dow facing the road nuftsing my two 
‘irons.’ "’

Fifty-eight of our foremost apprais- 
ers of investment values bid $218,909,- 
100 for $55,000,000 New York City 
bonds yesterday. They were fifty- 
Year 414 per cents, and the successful 
bid was 103.407, or a yield of about 
4.35 per cent. The oversubscription 
and the premium were’ the greatest | 
known, the city realizing nearly two 
millions over the face of the bonds. 
The bid for the most recent previous 
offering of 414 per cents by the city 
was 100.65.

FARMERS’ RELIEF PLANS. 


The Joint Congressional Commission 
of Agricultural Inquiry has filed the 
first of several reports on the troubles 
of the farmers.

CHILE AND PERU. 


Article III. of the Treaty of Peace 
| between Chile and Peru, concluded at 
Ancon Oct. 20, 1883, provided that 
the provinces of Tacna and Arica, then 
in the military occupation of Chile, 
should continue in her possession for 
ten years. At the end of that term a 
plebiscite was to decide if the territory 
‘fs to remain definitely under the 
** dominion and sovereignty of Chile or 
** is to continue to constitute a part of 
** Pera.*’ The two nations couldn’t 
agree, and in nearly forty years 
haven’t been able to agree on the form 
in which the plebiscite should be car- 
ried out. The ten years after the rati- 
fication of the treaty ended on March 
28, 1894. There was no plebiscite held 
on that date and there has been none 
since. It would be wearisome to re- 
count all the moves and counter- 
moves, proposed agreements, attempts 
to arrange the protocol for the plebi- 
scite, proposals for arbitration and 
what not. 

The two provinces are a bone of con- 
tention between, two neighbor nations. 
Surely it is time for the long conten- 
tion to cease. The Chilean Minister of 
Foreign Relations has invited the Gov- 
ernment of Peru to consider a pleb- 
iscite on the basis of the negotiation 
in 1812 between the Chilean Govern- 
ment and the then Peruvian President 
BILLINGHURST. Only natives of Tacna 


| 
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and Arica and Peruvians and Chileans 
who had resided three years in the 
territory were eligible to vote, if they 
knew how to read and write. The 
voting was to be in charge of a com- 
mission of two Chileans and two Peru- 
vians, chosen by their respective Gov- 
ernments, and of the Chief Justice of 
Chile. These terms were very unpopu- 
lar in Peru and were rejected by the 
Peruvian Congress. Their revival may 
not be liked in Peru; yet in the present 
eirenic temper of the world it is to be 
regretted that the. Peruvian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs stood on etiquette 
and dignity and precedent. Diplomatic 
relations between the two countries 
were suspended in 1910. How, then, 
can the Chilean Minister of Foreign 
Affairs presume to address directly the 
Peruvian Minister of Foreign Affairs? 

It is easy to comprehend and to par- 
don. the irritated and long-baffled 
patriotic feeling of the Peruvians; but 
would it not be wiser to make the 
Chilean invitation the starting point 
for at least another attempt to settle 
the ancient controversy? That invita- 
tion declares that the Chilean Govern- 
ment will receive with pleasure ‘*‘ any 
** suggestion which the Government of 
‘* Peru may make for the assurance of 
“the honor, liberty and falthful ex- 
‘* pression of the wishes of the inhabi- 
‘“‘tants of Tacna and Arica.’’ There 
can be no harm and there might be 
positive good in trying to come to a 


friendly arrangement. We may prob- 


ably assume, indeed, that if the Peru- 
yian proposal is refused, new proposals 
will be made, and the path of discus-

COMPENSATION FOR THE MUTSU. 


The key to Japan's acceptance of 
the 5-5-3 naval ratio has been the 
retention of the battleship Mutsu of 
88,000 tons displacement, which, like 
our own Maryland, was finished and 
put in commission before the meeting 
of the Conference at Washington. The 
Mutsu is equipped with a main battery 
of elght 16-inch guns, 45 calibres 
long, firing projectiles of nearly 2,200 
pounds, and with a maximum range of 
4,400. yards. It has been reported that 
the Japanese 16-inch gun is of a model 
‘* somewhat more powerful than the 
American 16-inch 45-calibre gun” 
which the ‘Maryland carries. The 
Mutsu, a sister ship of the Nagato, has 
a speed of 2314 knots, or about two 
more than the Maryland, the only bat- 
tleship of our three-year program that 
was to be retained, according to the 
original plan of Secretary HucuHgs. 
The Maryland as a fighting ship of 
the line is not quite the equal of the 
Japanese Nagato or the Mutsu. That 
seems to be the expert opinion. 

To allow Japan to keep the Mutsu, in 
@& measure a popular subscription ship, 
involves readjustment to preserve the 
5-5-3 ratio. The Settsu, laid down in 
1909, a battleship of 21,420 tons dis- 
placement, armed with twelve 12-inch 
guns, will be dropped from the Japa- 
nese list to admit the Mutsu. The 
rule of compensation requires additions 
to the United States and the British 
lists. It would seem impossible to 
mf&ke an exactly even readjustment of 
tonnage. Two of the three sister 
ships of the retained Maryland must 
be added to the United States fleet, 
dropping two of the older battleships. 
There is an inclination to name the 
two most backward ships~in ‘ the 
percentage of completion,’’ in order to 
make work at the yards last longer. 
But would it not be better, as the 
millennium is still distant, to select the 
ships that can be commissioned first? 
The Colorado is nearer completion, and 
next in order comes the West Vir- 
ginia. 

Compensation for Great Britain 
takes the form of resuming work on 
two of the four projected Hoods to add 
them to her list. This would mean al- 
most three years of activity in British 
yards, an arrangement most welcome 
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to her unemployed and not objection- 
able to Japan, whose extra ship is 
already in commission, and to the 
United States, which will complete its 
allowance of two battleships in 1922. 
It has been said that the Hood “is in 
reality a super-battleship,’’ because 
with a displacement of 41,200 tons she 
{s heavily armed, carries a main bat- 
tery of eight 15-inch guns and has a 
speed of thirty-one to thirty-three 
knots. The new Hoods were to be an 
improvement upon her, in what man- 
ner has not been divulged.

Such a decision would accord with the 
intimation at Washington that if 
Great Britain is to have two of the new 
Hoods added to her fleet they must 
be smaller than the original battle 
cruiser. Obviously readjustment of 
tonnage, made necessary by Japan’s 
keeping the Mutsu, is a problem to 
puzzle the experts. The new Hoods 
were to mount 16-inch guns, ten or 
twelve of them. Evidently a good deal 


of speed will have to be sacrificed if | 


the two ships allowed Great Britain 
are to be well protected with belt, deck 
and turret armor, and are to haye a 
reduced displacement by seven or eight 
thousand tons.

The word ‘stately ’’ describés the 
ceremony well enough, and if the British 
like to do things that way—as they evi- 
dently do—there is no imaginable reason 
why anybody should find fault with 
them. For those, however, who prefer to 
do like things in a simpler way it is 

{impossible not to wonder a little why 
| our good cousins are so different from 
| ourselves. 

Individually, and on ordinary occa- 
sions, the Briton very successfully con- 
ceals whatever inclination he may have 
for personal display, for gorgeous rai- 
ment, for setting himself apart in ap- 
pearance from other people of his own 
class and resources. 
the superiority of his country, never his 
own, Yet on all occasions of state he 
likes to be—stately. They give him, if 
an official—mere rank, nowadays, does 
not do it—an excuse which he seizes with 
seeming eagerness to wear clothing 
brightly colored and magnificently deco- 
rated. He does not laugh, or even smile, 
at himself while thus caparisoned, and 
his fellow-Britons take him with a sert- 
ousness equal to his own. 

This is a somewhat expensive form of 
happiness, but probably it is cheap at 
the price, and till those who pay it com- 
plain, nobody else should.

Explanation for the 
Briton’s surviving af- 
fection for the kind of 
Stateliness that is at- 
tained by uniforms, 
military and clvillan, probably lies in 
what is called crowd psychology. It is 
noticeable that indulgence in this taste 
{s limited to occasions when consider- 
able numbers thus follow the customs 
of their more demonstrative ancestors. 
They give each other support in what, 
individually, they would describe at 
best as an amiable weakness,, More 
than that, they illustrate the fact that 
the differences between the crowd and 
its units are always regressions to or 
toward the infantile or the primitive. 

Rarely, if ever, does the crowd, as 
such, take a step in advance of its time 
—rarely, if ever, does it show an inclina- 
tion toward self-sacrifice or altruism. 
Its most characteristic. behavior is seen 
in the ferocity and cruelty of mobs and 
rioters, who commit murder without 
compunction, and are as cruel as 
Savages. This is usually called cow- 
ardice, but it is not quite: that—it is 
rather the reappearance of old-tims 
traits, suppressed by civilization, but 
by no means destroyed. 

The peculiarities of the crowd have in- 
novent as well as guilty disp!ay, and there 
is a difference of degree not of quality, 
in the British liking for “stately cere- 
mony” such as marked the opening of 
Parliament, and our own restoration to 
our higher Judges cf the black robes 
worn by their predecessors. We feel 
that it adds to their dignity and we re- 
spect them more, That being so, it is 
hard to tell why we do not give them 
large horsehair wigs as well as robes, 
as the British, in all solemnity, still do.

Of this total, the report showed that 
5,951 vessels of 11,077,398 gross tons were 
in the foreign trade, 21,478 vessels of 7,- 
163,136 tons in the coasting trade and 
583 vessels of 41,600 tons in the fish- 
eries. 

Vessels built in the course of the fiscal 
year numbered 1,361 of 2,265,115 gross 
tons. American ships lost in the year 
totaled 183,200 tons, and those sold to 
foreign flags 116,572 tons. 

The report showed that 48.3 per cent. 
of the seamen and officers below the 
grade of master shipped and reshipped 


on American vessels by Shipping Com- | 


missioners were American citizens. 
American vessels equipped with radio 
apparatus at the end of the year totaled 
2,978, compared with 555 in 1914, while 
the total number of radio stations of all 
kinds, excepting amateur stations, had 
increased from 10,355 in 1920 to 12,258. 





PATENT RELIEF PROMISED- 


Visiting Delegation Gets Assurances 
From Officials.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—A 
delegation of more than forty. manu- 
facturers and patent attorneys, who are 
here seeking to remedy present bad con- 
ditions in the patent office, conferred 
today with Representative Lampert, 


Chairman of the Committee on Patents, 
and were assured that the bill to reor- 
ganize the Patent Office would be called 
up on the first calendar day when it 
could be reached, 

The delegation also visited Secretary 
Interior Department and other officials 
and received promises of co-operation.

TAX CLAIMS SIMPLIFIED. 


Treasury Officials Will Send Checks 
to Correct Errors. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Changes in 
Treasury procedure obviating the filing 
of claims by taxpayers for refund and 
abatement of Federal taxes were an- 
nounced tonight by Commissioner Blair. 

‘* After Dec. 15,’’ Mr. Blair said, ‘‘ tax- 
payers will not be advised of their priv- 
ilege of filing a claim for the refund of 
taxes which have been paid in excess of 
amounts legally due, but instead will re- 
ceive a certificate of over-assessment 
and a check in correction of, the error, 
or if the assessment is outstanding 
against the taxpayer for income or ex- 
cess profits tax the overpayinent will be 
applied as a credit against the assess- 
ment and the balance immediately re- 
funded.”’ 

This method, he declared, would make 
to the distinct financial advantage of 
both the Government and the taxpayer 
and would speed up the work of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau.

sale of farm loan bonds in the hands 
of an, organization to be called the 
‘* Federal Farm Loan Investment 
Corporation,’’ and -to be created by thea 
Federal land banks in order to establish 
their own bond-selling syndicate. At 
present, according to .Mr. McFadden, 
the Federal land banks obtain funds 
through the sale of their bonds to tha 
public, and this, added to the small 
capital originally provided, constitutes 
their entiré turnover for loans toa 
farmers. 

Mr. McFadden argued that the bonds 
could be much more easily and eco- 
neomically handled by the corporation 
than by the banks’ present plan. 

“* Heretofore,’ he said, ‘‘ private in- 
terests have been employed to distribute 
these bdénds. It is contemplated that the 
proposed corporation will underwrite the 
securities or bonds of the twelve Federal 
land banks, thereby saving the neces- 
Sary cost in commissions to the private 
interests heretofore handling same ancl 
keeping within themselves the entire 
handling and distribution thereof. This 
will not only mean a considerable saving 
to the Federal land banks,

THREAT ENDED SUIT) HANDLING A PISTOL 


Papers Stopping Action Against 
Mrs. Gouraud Signed in 
Distress, She Alleges. 


CONTENTS UNKNOWNTO HER 


Accused Lawyer Denies Compulsion 
—Four Aces Won for Mrs. 
Gouraud’s First Husband. 


John C. Olidmixon, a lawyer of 365 
Broadway, who was arrested Wednes- 
day night on a charge: of extortion 
growing out of a $100,000 alienation 
suit brought by Mrs. Elizabeth Schill 
of 15 Manhattan Avenue against Mrs. 
Aimee Crocker Gouraud, was arraigned 
yestenlay in the Tombs Court. Magis- 
trate H. Stanley Renaud continued his 
$2,000 bail until Monday, when a hear- 
ing will be held. The details of the 
charge against Oldmixon were disclosed 
in Mrs. Schill’s complaint. 

On Nov. 13, it is set forth, Mrs. Schill 
commenced an action against Mrs. 
Gouraud, alleging alienation of the af- 
fections of Mrs. Schiil’s husband, Bruno 
Schill, and demanding $100,000 damages. 

On Oct. 25 Schill was arrested on 
complaint of J. L. Paul Scwenn, auditor 
for the Cunard Steamship Company, on 
a charge of stealing $125 from the com- 
pany, for which he was a ticket agent. 
On Nov. 9 he was released in $1,000 bail 
for a hearing on Nov. 12, the day be- 
fore his wife brought the suit against 
Mrs. Gouraud. When he did not appear 
in court on that date his bail was for- 
feited. 

In her complaint against Oldanixon 


!Mrs. Schill charges that on Dec. 9 a 


‘“Mr. Ostro” called at her home and, 


| displaying a detective’s badge, said there 


was a criminal charge against her hus- 
band and that it was necessary for her 
to go with him to prevent Schill’s arrest. 
After taking her downtown in a taxi, 
where ‘‘ Ostro”’ alighted in front of a 
steamship office, ‘‘ Ostro,’’ according to 
the complaint, told Mrs. Schill that if 
she continued the action against, Mrs. 
Gouraud she would be arrested for 
blackmail and sent to Sing Sing for 
fifteen years. 

‘‘Ostro,’ she says, then took her to 


|‘Oldmixon's office, telling her that if} 


she signed certain papers that Oldmixon 
presented the criminal charge of black- 
mail against her would be dropped. 
Oldmixon, according to the complaint, 
confirmed this. 

She says she signed several papers. 
On Wednesday Olamixon filed with the 
Supreme Court-an application for dis- 
continuance. 


Mrs. Schill asserted that when she | 


signed the papers, the contents of which 
she did not then know, she was in great 
distress. She received copies of two pa- 
pers which she signed, she said. One of 
them was a consent to a discontinuance 
of the suit and the other a letter to 
her attorney, Hartford Marshall, of 2 
Rector Street, ordering that the suit 
against Mrs. Gouraud be dropped. 

In the suit against Mrs. Gouraud, Mrs. 


Schill alleges that her husband became 


Mrs. Gouraud’s secretary and accom- 
panied her to Europe. Mrs. Gouraud 
ow owns a# house in Paris. 
OGramizon denies that he forced a dis- 
continuance of Mrs. Schill’s suit against 
Mrs. Gouraud. He asserts that Mrs. 
Schill came to his office and said she 
had learned that her husband was a 
fugitive from justice and wished to with- 
draw the complaint. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15. — Mrs. 
Aimee Crocker - Ashe - Gillig - Gouraud- 
Miskinoff, or Mrs. Amy Gouraud, began 
her matrimonial ventures in San Fran- 
cisco. Two rivals, Porter Ashe and 
Harry Gillig, played cards for her, it is 
said, Ashe winning with four aces. A 
divorce was issued a year later and she 
married Gillig, who obtained a divorce 
a few years later. 

In Europe some years later she and 
her daughter met two brothers, Jack- 
son and Powers Gouraud. Mrs. Gillig 
married Jackson and his brother eloped 
with Gladys. In June, 1914, formal an- 
nouncement was made in London of the 
marriage of Mrs. Gouraud to Alexandre 
Miskinoff, known as a prince.

RESULT OF BURGLAR SCARE 


Bronx Woman Had Taken Weapon 
From Bureau After Seeing 


a Prowler. 
. 


Mrs. Elsie|Korndorfer, 24 years old, 
wife of Raymond Korndorfer, a wealthy 
builder in Bronx, was accidentally shot 
and killed shortly after 10 o’clock last 
night by her brother-in-law, Harry W. 
Korndorfer. The shooting happened in 
the old residence built by her father, 
the late Henry, Hunnecke, at 1,718 Cro- 
tona Park East. 

Mrs. Korndorfer a few minutes before, 
at the, suggestion of Harry Korndorfer, 
took the pistol from a bureau in her 
home, where it had been put many years 
ago’ by her father as aq_ protection 
against burglars. 

“This is a very dangerous type of 
pistol for the person who does not un- 
derstand it,’’ her brother-in-law, who 
is an ex-service man, was said to have 
remarked as he examined the weapon: 

‘““Oh, I'm not afraid of a pistol,’’ Mrs. 
Korndorfer replied. ‘‘ You just show 
me how to handle it and then I will 
be ready for any burglar that wants to 
come in here."’ : 

Harry Korndorfer suggested that he 
would go to the upper part of the house 
to show her how to load and fire it. 
Mrs. Korndorfer patted her four-year- 
old daughter on the head and led the 
way to the staircase, followed by her 
brother-in-law. 

He accidentally struck the  pilstol 
against the banister as he walked up- 
stairs, and just as Mrs. Korndorfer 
reached the landing on the next floor 
he laid the hand containing the pistol 
on the top of the banister. It is be- 
lieved, that the trigger struck the ban- 
ister and that a bullet which he did 


not know had been left in the chamber 
went off. 

‘*Oh, Harry, I’m shot’’ Mrs. Korn- 
dorfer was heard to exclaim by her 
mother, husband and little daughter fol- 
lowing the report. Harry Korndorfer 
said later that he didnt notice that the 
muzzle of the pistol was turned toward 
his sister-in-law when he rested the 
weapon on the banister, but when he 
saw her fall he dropped the weapon and 
ran to aid her. 

By that time his brother and Mrs. 
Hunneke had reached the bottom of the 
stairway, followed by the little girl, and 
when Harry Korndorfer shouted down 
that he thought,Mrs. Korndorfer was 
dead her mother fainted. 

The husband telephoned to Detective 
Sergeant Wilson at the Tremont Avenue 
Station, who called an ambulance from 
the station as he started for the Hun- 
neke residence. When he reached there 
he found Harry Korndorfer leaning over 
the body of his sister hysterically crying 
that it was an accident. On the arrival 
of the ambulance from Fordham Hos- 
pital the surgeon said that Mrs. Korn- 
dorfer had been instantly killed when 
the bullet went through her heart. 

Detective Wilson arrested Harry Korn- 
dorfer on a technical charge of homi- 
cide and locked him up in the Tremont 
Station.

Mr. Cleveland calmed him, but did not 
act on his suggestion. Months passed. 
In December, or elght months later, 
Smith came to Washington to take his 
seat in Congress. He missed the first 
reception at the White House, but at- 
ended the Congressional reception sev- 
sral days later.

The 
latter proceeded to make his speech, 
saying: 

‘Mr. President, we are here in behalf 
of our. distinguished fellow-citizen, 
James K. McGuire. No man, Mr. 
President, is a better man than James

bility to accept ycur kind offer of the 
Consulship to Glasgow, but careful con- 
sideration has convinced him that in- 
terests near home require his attention.

INSURANCE PROTECTS LOSS 


Highwaymen Are Thought to Have 
Sought Faber Company’s $42,000 
Christmas Bonus. 


| One of the most daring payroll rob- 
beries ingrecent months occurred shortly 
before noon yesterday when five auto- 
mobile bandits held up two messengers 
of the Greenpoint National Bank and 
escaped with a satchel containing $17,675 
which was being carried to the factory 
of the Eberhard Faber Pencil] Company, 
at 39 Greenpoint Avenue, Greenpoint. 
That the participants in the robbery 
were desperate characters was evidenced 
by ‘the fact that they chose a point in 
Greenpoint Avenue within less than a 
| block from a police station and a trans- 
| fer centre in which to execute the 
crime. Indifferent to the presence of a 
| dozen persons close by, they completed 
| their work in a practiced manner and 
then sped away in their automobile in 
| the direction of Long Island City. 

| William Mehling, 22 years old, of 209 
| Nassau Avenue and Henry Leister, 1S, 
| of 348 Kingsland Avenue, Greenpoint, 
| the twe messengers, both of whom were 
| knocked down by the bandits, ran back 
to the bank and notified David Feuden- 
berg, the President. Feudenberg went 
with the messengers across the street 
to the Greenpoint Station and reported 
the robbery to the police. In a few 
minutes every available patrolman and 
detective was out in the 
thieves. 

A general alarm was immediately gent 
out and every ferry and bridge approach 
was watched for the automobile, the 
number of which had been noted by the 
two messengers and witnesses. Cap-

Attacked 


The Greenpoint National Bank is at 
Greenpoint and Manhattan Avenues in 
the heart of the business section. Five 
streets converge at this point and traf- 
fic is so heavy as to demand a traffic 
patrolman during the day. Diagonally 
across from the bank is the station 
house. A few blocks away is the 
Greenpoint ferry. 

Mehling and Leister left the bank 
with the money in a satchel. It has 
been the eustom of the bank to detail 
&@ man to accompany the messengers, 
but yesterday no-one was assigned to 
go along. Mehling had a revolver which 
he carried in his hip pocket. As the 
messengers were proteeding westward 
along Greenpoint Avenue toward the 
ferry they passed a Buick auto which 
was standing near Franklin Street with 
the engine running and a man at the 
wheel. C 

They took no notice of the machine 
and had walked a few feet past it when 
two men jumped out of a doorway where 
they had concealed themselves. With 
drawn revolvers they attacked the two 
messengers from behind, one of them 
saying: 

‘Give us your guns.”’ 

Mehling tried to bring his revolver into 
play, but two other men who had come 
across the street joined in the attack 
and he was disarmed. He was knocked 
to the grounl, an Leister, wlio held 
fast to the satchel, was quickly Ov3r- 
powered. He also was throwin off his 
feet. Meanwliile the man at the wheel 
of the machine had opened the side 
doors anu the four men leaped into the 
car with their booty. The chauffeur 
started the automobile at high speed 
| down Greenpoint Avenue, turanng santo 
Franklin Street, where the car was 
quickly lost from view. 

So quickly anu quietly did the bandits 
work that traffic policemen less than a 
block away did not know of the rubbery 
until the messengers reported the case 
to the police.

Mr. Lowenbein, who lives at 869 West 
780th Street, said that the car had been 
tolen Wednesday night at Amsterdam 
Avenue and Eighty-seventh Street while 
ae was visiting a friend. 

Mehling and Leister were closely ques- 


tioned by the police and later were ta- 
ken to the Rogues Gallery to see if they 
could pick out their assailants. Ac- 
cording to the messengers one of the 
robbers was about. 25: years old, five 
feet four inches tall and wore a dark 
overcoat. They described another of 
the bandits as being about the same age 
but slightly taller. They said he wore 
a dark brown fedora hat and greenish 
cvercoat. The boys could not recalk 
descriptions of the other three. Bank 
ofticials said that Mehling and Leister 
were trusted employes. Both had 
worked for the bank for several years, 
it was said. 

Police investigating the case were 
wondering if the robbers had chosen 
yesterday for their crime in the belief 
that the Christmas bonus fund of the 
Bbernardt Faber Pencil Company 
umounting to $42,000 was being carried 
by the messengers. Today was the 
time set for withdrawing this amount, 
it wag sid. 

The police of the Greenpoint Station 
calls attention to the fact that they had 
offered to provide escorts for messen- 
gers carrying large sums of money. 
They said that banks in the neighbor- 

| hood had »taken no cognizance of the 
offer. 

‘““We have assigned men to watch in 
front of banks on days when there have 
been large payroll withdrawals,” Lieu- 
tenant Krown said. ‘‘ Only recently I 
was myself watching in front of the 
Greenpoint bank when a_ young girl 
emerged carryir¢g $38 000 wra,ped in a 
newspaper. Ou! Jide on the sidewalk she 
opened the pari.r and started to count 
the peer as it to verify the cashler’s 
total. 

**I spoke to her of her carelessness 
and she gave mw an impudent reply. I 
disregarded her ‘eply and succeeded in 
inducing her to ¢» back inside the bank 
to complete her counting. The money 
represented the yayroll of a manurac- 
turing company in this vicinity.’’

Kighteen years ago, under the leader- 
ship of the late John T. Brush, the 
length of the world’s series was set at 
best three out of five games.' In 1905, 
1owever, two games were added, and 
the series that year, in which Christy | 
Mathewson was the hero, and which was 
won by the Giants with the Athletics 
furnishing the opposition, was the first 
four-out-of-seven series. This length 


was maintarmed until two years ago or a 
Ilttle more, the Reds capturing the first 
nine-game series from the later discred- 
ited White Sox in 1919. 

At the close of the recent series be- 
tween the Giants and the Yankees at the 
Polo Grounds, Commissioner Landis, 
who attended each battle and studied the 
situation with great care, expressed the 
conviction that interest had flagged to- 
ward the close of the affair, and that 
this was traceable to undue prolonga- 
tion of the series. The matter was dis- 
cussed by each of the big leagues at the 
annual meetings in this city earlier in 
this week and the American League ac- 
cepted the position of the Commissioner 
as representing its majority opinion. 
The National League, however, had al- 
ready gone informally on _ record as 
favoring the retention of the nine-game 
series. 








Landis’s Vote Decides It. 


It was seen early in the debate on the 
topic, which took place in the second 
session of the joint meeting late yester- 
day afternoon, that the majority of the 
magnates were lined up with Judge 
iuandis on the point. President Heydler, 
of the elder league, and some of his 
conferees deprecated the reduction of

Cotton prices were well maintained 
yesterday in a quict market. Although 
Liverpool declined, quotations here were 
; at one time higher than on Wednesday 
|and closed virtually unchanged. Arbi- 
trage and professional transactions com- 
prised the bulk of the day’s business. 
Reports of better spot demand, both 
{for export and domestic account, had a 
steadying influence. Strength of the 
|stock market and removal of hedges 
against cotton called by mills brought 
demand for contracts. Fluctuations 
proved Umited, final prices showing an 
advance of 3 to a decline of 4 points. 

The course of Liverpool showed ef- 
;fects of arbitrage selling against pur- 
| chases made in New York late Wednes- 
| day, Strong exchange continues to 
|; operate in favor of narrowing differ- 
|ences between the two markets, leading 
‘thos: having straddles to sell out hold- 
‘ings in Liverpool and cover here. Prices 
'abroad started an advance of 35 Ameri- 
can points, but selling pressure there 
broke January 60 American points, from 

10.78d to 10.49d. Considering this de- 
icline, New York’s steadiness indicated 
‘ decided resistance. On the call, Decem- 
| ber started 5 points up, and March was 
ionly 8 points below Wednesday’s close. 

Cotton sold on the close Wednesday 
was taken back early, with sufficient 
trade covering to hold January and 
| March above 17.30 throughout the day. 
Trading was highly professional and 
| along moderate lines. Some spot inter- 
|ests bought in Liverpool when March 
| touched 1 50d and then sold here around 
17.40. Some arbitrage selling was done 
tor foreign account when prices abroad 

showed no signs of recovering. This

_ Th first serious outbreak of 
in connection with the strike was re- 
ported by the police last night when 
three employes of wholesale meat firms 
were assaulted and beaten by_unidenti- 
fied me non the east side. Police re- 
serves were immediately ordered into 
the district to do patrol duty. 

Simon Lorat, 55, of 338 East Forty- 
eighth Street, was attacked near his 
home and is in the Reception Hospital 
in a verious condition. Shortly before, 
34, of S1 West 1381st, 
was attacked by several men as he was 
boarding a surface car ,at First Avenue 
and East Fifty-seventh Street. He had 
his wounds dressed at the Reception 
Hospital and was taken home. John 
Cihnick, 33, of 417 East Seventicth 
Street, was attacked at Forty-ninth 
Street and First Avenue and was 
obliged to go to the hospital for 

The Amalgamated Association of Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen charged 
that the ‘‘ Big Five ’’ packers were aid- 
ing in maintaining meat prices on a 
‘‘ profitecring level by preventing inde- 
pendent concerns from increasing their 
business during the strike.’’ The state- 
ment says: 

** There 
pendent meat packing concerns in New 
York and Jersey City against whom no 
atrike has been called. The ‘ Big Five,’ 
however, control the amount of business 
done by the independents by controlling 
over 99 per cent. of the available slaugh- 
tering space in New York and Jersey 


City. 

‘‘Slaughtering can be done only on 
the ground set aside by the city authori- 
ties for the purpose. There are only 
three tracts where this can be 
The ‘Big Five’ control two of these 
tracts completely and 99 per cent. of 
the other. Information received by the 
union indicates that the ‘ Big 
have forbidden the independents 
slaughter more cattle, or employ more 
men, in the yards than they did before 
the strike was called. In other words, 
it seems that they, are prevented from 
meeting the vast increase in business 
by deliberate act of the ‘ Big Five.’ ’ 

The union demands immediate inter- 
vention by the United Govern- 
ment to settle the strike on a 
peaceful arbitration and 
While declining to comme at. tt 
charge that the output of the indepen- 
dent concerns had been curtailed, the 
packing firms affected by the strike said 

a statement: 

Pid rceatione in the plants affected by 
the strike were materially increased to- 
fay over yesterday. Over 4,000 head of 
stock were dressed today in the houses 
pffected by the strike. Almost normal 

Feliveries of meats were made. A con- 
tinuation of this dmprovement will bring 
formal conditions within a short time. 

“Ag to the statements made that the 
yackers desired a strike, it is sufficient 
to say that no later than Saturday last 
the packers gave positive assurance to 
the unions that neither wages nor work- 
ing conditions would be disturbed be- 
fore May 16, 1922, which was the period 
of the yearly working agreement entered | 
into on May 16, 1921.” 

Two hundred strike breakers were put 
to work by Wilson & Co. yesterday and 
housed at its plant at Forty-sixth Street 
and First Avenue. The men were ob- 
tained in Kansas City, Boston and 
‘Philadelphia : 

Spokesmen for the packers denied yes- } 
terday that the strike is not the only 
factor contributing to the increase of 
meat prices.
